James Heuey, who occupied the sub- 


ordinate positition of ''helper" at the 
Carson Mint, is now in the State Prison 
for robbing the Government, :md Bar- 
ney Brule is behind the bard for brib- 
ing witnesses, who were supposed to 
know something about the mint rob- 
bery that would incriminate Heney and 
others, to keep out of the way. 


These are small flsh, however, nut L- 


ing more than mere minnows in a pool 
in which there are large flsh that aro 
beyond doubt more responsible for 
the shortage in Ibe mint and the rep- 
rehensible methods used to prevent a 
conviction of those responsible for it, 
than those now iu jail. 


Intelligent men who have worked in 


the mint, say it is impossible for a 
helper in a department to steal any ap- 
preciable amount of bullion or coin 
without the knowledge of the head of 
the ^department. That being the fact 
there must have been collusion batwcen 
Heney and others. He could cot have 
taken the $2S,000 in gold which he had 
melted at the Reno Reduction Works 
without the knowledg&.of others. That 
is proved by the "spurious melt" which 
is shown to be worth $1,900, when it 
should be worth over $23,000. That 
melt could not have boon made by 
Helper Heney, who is not a practical 
metallurgist, but it 
was evidently 


made by persons who wanted to conceal 
the shortage. 
These 
persons were 


doubtless the partners to whom Heney 
referred, and the Government ought to 
bo able to ascertain who they aro and 
send them to keep him company. 


Again, as the Silrer Htate romarkp, 


the Government officials cannot t'jink 
that Brule, a deputy constable at Car- 
son, paid Langevin $400 out of his own 
pocket to keep out of the way during 
the Heney trial. 
Brule is but a small 


fiah in the great pool of corruption 
which the mint trials has disclosed. He 
had no particular interest in keeping 
witnesses for the prosecution out of 
the way. He had not been employed 
in the mint, was not erea suspected of 
being implicated ia the steal, and it is 
not to be supposed that he paid $400 of 
his own money to Langevin to secrete 
himself during the progress of the 
Heney trial. 


The people ore not satisfied with the 


conviction of Heney and Brule, and the 
Government should not be. There nre 
much bigger flsh than either, who are 
more culpable. Heney admitted when 
he took the gold to the Keno Reduction 
Works that he had three partners in 
the " mine" and the Government ought 
to be able to ascertain who they are. 
Brule, no doubt, was hired by those 
partners or some person acting in their 
behalf, to hire Langevin to send his 
son to Canada and to keep out of tbe 
way himself, and the authorities, with 
the whole power of the Government at 
their back, ought to be able to estab- 
lish the guilt of those partners and 
their agents as clearly as they have 
that of Heney and Brale. 


to !ie hoped, however, that the pooplo 
at the ensuing election will stop this 


'• system of robbery by electing 
men 


| who are not controlled by the gold 
| trust and who will have some regard 
for the interests of the general public. 


THK VOTK ON THK BONO BILL. 


For some reason the Republican 


bosses circulated the report that Rep- 
resentative Newlands did not 
vote 


against the Bond bill. Though they re- 
fused to buck their assertions with any- 
thing but words, they industriously 
spread the rumor, embellishing it, of 
course, witli surmises and suggestions, 
which they supposed would create a. 
feeliug against Mr. Newlands. Now 
comes the f'ongreesiunal Record of Sat- 
urday, December 28th, which contains 
the official vote, with the names of the 
Representatives voting for and against 
the bill. Tbe Record shows that there 
were 170 ayes, 186 noes, not voting 49. 
Among the names recorded against the 
bill is that of Mr Newlands of Nevada. 
If any person doubts what is here stated 
the Record containing the official vote 
can bo seen at this office. 


Will the Republicans who have mis- 


represented Mr. Newlands in this mat- 
ter, and endeavored to make it appear 
that while he is for free coinage in 
Nevada he votes for Mr. Reed's Gold 
Bond bill iu the House of Representa- 
tives, correct their misstatements ? 


Some men, and Mr. Newlands^is one 


of them, have some regard for prin- 
ciple, though those who talk silver and 
vote for gold, evidently judging others 
by themselves, do not seem to be 
lieve it. 


Tile Cuban ana Spanish Troops Bluet. 


HAVANA, January 2.—An engagement 


between Spanish troops and insur- 
gents has taken place at El Estante, 
south of Alfonzo XII and not far 
from the frontier of the province of 
Havana. 
An official 
announcement 


says that the troops captured the in- 
surgent's position, but the loss to the 
enemy is not known. It is admitted 
that two Spanish officers and four 
soldiers were killed 
and 
nineteen 


wounded. 
Tho iusurgents, following 


the usual tactics, did not attempt a 
decisive 
engagement, but 
after 
a 


skirmish proceeded westward, devastnt- 
tating the country. The authorities 
here, in announcing this skirmish, 
added tho significant statement that 
the 
troops 
" were 
moved 
closer 


to 
the 
province 
of 
Havana," 


which 
would 
indicate 
that 
tl 


j Spanish forces are once more iu retreat 
Later in the day it was announced hero 
that farther fighting between the Span 
iards and Cubans was taking place in 
the vicinity of El Estante, which leads 
people here to believe that the insur- 
gents have been in pursuit of the Span- 
ish troops in that vicinity. 


The latter were commanded by Col-

passed. 
-^fn ihe Senate Mr Sherman, who pre- 
tended to be opposed to the retire- 
ment of greenbacks, introduced 
the 


following resolution, which is in accord 
with the President's suggestion: 


Resolved, That by injurious legisla- 


tion by the Fifty-third Congress the 
revenues of the Government were re- 
duced below the necessary expenditures 
and the fund created by law for tbe 
redemption of United States notes has 
been invaded to supply such deficiency. 


Rtsolved, That such misapplication of 


the resumption fund is of doubtful 
legality and greatly injurious to the 
public credit, and should be prevented 
by restoring said fund to a sum of not 
less than $100,000,000 in gold coin or 
bullion, to be paid out only in redemp- 
tion of United States notes and Treas- 
ury notes, and such notes when re- 
deemed to be reissued only in exchange 
for gold coin or bullion. 


That means that Mr. Sherman is in 


favor of issuing bonds for gold to re- 
plenish the reserve fund to $100,000,000 
or more and that when any part of the 
money is paid out for the redemption
